German Withdrawal 
Is Resumed Under Franco-American Pressure 


Our Boys Gain Dominating 
Heights In Sudden Attack; 
Opposition Stiffens

WITH THE AMERICAN ARMIES 
IN FRANCE, Aug. 2.— (8:45 a. rn.)— 
American troops advanced their .en­ 
tire right wing during the night as 
far as Bomplery. 
They hold Cierges and all of Meu- 
nieres wood. 
Intense fighting is pro­ 
ceeding beyond Cierges, 
where 
the 
Americans gained dominating heights 
from the Germans by a sudden heavy 
attack. 
The American gains were made in 
the faec of stiffening opposition. Yes­ 
terday morning our left wing attack­ 
ed northeast of Scringes (a mile and 
a half east and north of Fere-en-Tar- 
•j/denoia), following 
a 
smoke 
cloud 
which partially concealed their 
ad­ 
vance from enemy machine gunners, 
which were planted thickly 
in 
the 
fields. 
The doughboys went 
forward 
in 
groups, filtering through the German 
positions and gaining all their first 
objectives without piguse. 
Fighting 
centered in Nesles forest (northeast 
of Seringes) and north of Sergy. Our 
infantry quickly dispersed the outer 
line of German machine guns in a 
hand-to-hand combat. 
The 
advance 
was discontinued here during the aft­ 
ernoon, owing to the sharp 
salient 
created. 
The American right wing, advanc­ 
ing simultaneously, moved eastward 
in a flanking movement around Meu- 
nieres wood (southeast of Cierges). 
French troops co-operated in this as­ 
sault. 
By evening the German 
re­ 
sistance had been wiped out and the 
wood was cleared, the Allied troops 
progressing almost 
to 
Gouzancourt 
(three miles east of Cierges.) 
Fighting in Meunleres wood was in­ 
tense, artillery raking 
the 
boches, 
while infantry charged up a steep 
hill into a row of machine guns, driv­ 
ing out the defenders with the bayo­ 
net. 
American artillery 
continues 
to 
pound German strongholds along the 
roads 
leading 
northward, 
exacting 
heavy casualties. 
Iratest indications 
aye that the boches are massing in 
Increasing numbers to oppose further 
advances, although no additional de­ 
fenses have been encountered, other 
than widely scattered sections of half 
dug trenches and 
increased 
barbed 
' wire entanglements. 
The wire is not 
continuous but is used 
as 
barriers 
for machine gun posts. 
The Germans now 
opposite 
the 
Americans are mostly young troops 
and good machine gun fighters. They 
show increased courage in 
hand-to- 
hand combats but no German yet en­ 
countered has proven the 
equal 
of 
the Yankees in the 
style* of 
“in­ 
fighting" that goes with the bayonet. 
Our men are. exceptionally equipped 
now, having in addition to their usual 
outfit field glasses and daggers taken 
from captured German officers and 
shock troops. 
While lying inside the 
American 
lines in Nesles wood yesterday morn­ 
ing, a sergeant remarked he needed 
a pair of glasses. 
He walked into 
the wood and encountered a German 
officer and three men. 
He killed the 
officer, chased the men and returned 
with the former’s glasses and reveP 
ver. 
All roads 
behind 
the 
American 
lines are thickly dotted with vehicles, 
carrying quantities of German ammu­ 
nition and supplies. 
Much of it is 
uncounted, owing to all attention be­ 
ing 
centered 
on 
the 
advance. 
In 
numbers of cases Americans are now 
using German machine guns. 
Some of' the prisoners brought in 
yesterday and last night 
were 
ex­ 
tremely young. Several are above the 
average intelligence. 
I will repeat the substance of one’s 
remark: 
“Only the German 
rulers 
expect to win. 
We don’t care who 
governs, so long as the 
war 
ends. 
Food is so scarce and the people are 
sick and suffering.” 
A group of prisoners from a new 
unit said the Germans are

U. S. Congressman Tells Im­ 
pressions of King George 
and His Family

The king gave us a regular Kansas 
handshake and then we talked for 
half an hour. 
The fact that he spent 
four years in the navy while a boy 
perhaps made him find at once tile 
subject on which we were both best 
informed. 
He discussed the subject 
with much interest and understand­ 
ing. 
The committee came away with the 
impression that the king is a most 
human fellow. 
Ile knew how to meet 
the committee as just ordinary Amer­ 
icans and make them feel easy. 
He 
treated us fine—just as if he were 
the mayor of a small Kansas town. 
The king Is rather small of stature, 
not so tail as the queen. 
He enjoys 
a good story. 
He expressed tile hope 
to us that after the war the Americans 
w ill not think the Briton stuck up and 
that the Briton will be more tolerant 
toward the American disposition to

The queen is fine appearing. 
She 
talked interestingly about the work 
to be done for wounded soldiers. 
She 
is most active in this work, going per­ 
sonally to various hospitals.

quired about the interest of American 
women. 
She had read of their ac­ 
tivities in the Red Cross and along 
other lines of relief. 
Princess Mary, the only daughter of 
the king and queen, has four or five 
brothers in military service.

whatever tile taxpayers wanted done 
in tile matter. But lie said it was not 
so simple as many seem 
to 
think, 
and it would cost a great deal more 
than the taxpayers would expect it to 
cost.

he thought was made by an oil bucket 
laning from Ute machine and when he 
looked around he saw the hey rolling 
in the street. 
Ile turned back quick­ 
ly and went to the assistance of thin 
Iud. and when he found that he was 
seriously hurt, hailed a passing auto­ 
ist and askrd him to take the injured 
boy to the Santa Ana hospital. 
It is not known how long the boy 
had been banging on to tim truck. A. 
T. Wagner, an employe of the Union 
Oil Company, corning west on First 
street front the Newport road, saw the 
lad riding by the side of the truck 
when the machine turned the corner 
at First and I) streets.

Not more than a quarter o f that number, per­ 
haps, have actually been in battle, and it is not 
likely that any more than an equal number wen- 
engaged in transport, engineering work, etc., hack 
o f the lines. 
Half a million or more, then, may be 
assumed to have taken no part whatever, directly 
or indirectly, in the allied counter-offensive, because 
their training was not fullv com pleted, or because 
they were held as ultimate reserves. 
The presence, 
however, o f that surplus half million was a guaran­ 
tee o f security, which helped to make the blow pos­ 
sible. 
Everyone by this time realizes the enormous 
value of Foch’s drive to the allied cause.

observer i> m oved to tin-, reflection: 
If we can accomplish so much when we have 
only a million men in France, and half of them fresh 
arrivals, at a time when the German army L su p ­ 
posedly at the height of its power, what can we not 
accomplish when w e have tw ice that number o f 
trained troops on the ground, and the Germans are 
weaker in numbers and lower in morale, as they will 
surely be?

W e 'hall surely have 2,000,000 
there before the present “fighting season’’ ends. 
W e 
shall have no less than 3,000,000 ready for business 
when the campaign opens next spring. 
W e can con­ 
tinue pouring Yankees into France throughout next 
summer as we have done in the past two months. 
I f necessary, we can have 4.000.000 trained men 
there l>cfore the fall of 1919. 
France, Britain and 
Italy, we may assume, will maintain their fighting 
efficiency at or near the present level. 
We repre­ 
sent practically clear gain. 
A new phase of the war has definitely opened 
It is the American phase, and it marks the beginning 
o f the last chapter of German domination. 
Final 
victory is absolutely assurer!. 
It is only a question 
of the time it will take to com plete what was begun 
in the middle o f this July. 
T hat time will he deter 
mined by the rapidity with which we land troops in 
France ready for action. 
H enceforth, the war is a 
comparatively simple problem in arithmetic.

tric light, and as she turneu to get into 
bed she saw her husband holding the 
pistol to his head, a ray of light from 
a street light hooding the room and 
making it possible for lier to see his 
action. 
Before she could do anything, 
Knifien pulled the trigger. 
Thinking 
that possibly lier husband had not in­ 
dicted a fatal wound, she rushed to 
his sid e cf tile bed and took tile pis­ 
tol out of ills hand and Hid it under 
tile cover. 
Slie then ran screaming 
from tile house and called neighbors 
to send tor a physician. 
S. L. Knifien, a brother who resides 
in Los Angeles, said that Hie deceased^ 
was a peculiar man and that he was 
not surprised that he had taken His 
own life. W hen asked by Coroner VVin- 
bigler if lie thought that possibly the 
wound had been inflicted by Mrs. Knif- 
ftn, the witness said lie did not for a 
moment think that Mrs. Kniffen had 
shot His brother. 
It developed that a 
brother had committed 
suicide 
in 
Kansas. 
He was In tile draft and it 
was presumed that he took his own 
life because lie had to go to war. The 
K ansas brother had at first attem pted 
suicide by shooting himself in tile 
forehead with a .22 rille. He was p ar­ 
alyzed as a result. He was told by the 
deceased after the attem pt

should never attem pt to kill himself 
by shooting himself in the sorehead— 
that he should shoot himself in the 
back of the head. L ater the brother 
took his own life by shooting himeslf 
in the back of the head with a shot­ 
gun.

T he port guns 
w ere fired until th e w ater w as up to 
th e gunners’ w aists. 
T h e ship started to lis t right after 
boing hit and listed real slow ly for 
about ten m inutes. T hen sh e stopped 
for about five m inutes and held a list 
of about five d egrees. 
A fter that she 
began to go again. 
Order to Abandon Ship 
Everybody realized then that she 
w as going down and the captain gave 
the sign lo abandon ship aud the crew 
began to leave. 
I w alked aft and w ent 
out onto the quarter deck and got a 
m ess table and w alked out into the 
cold w ater that w as w aist deep on the 
port side of th e quarter deck. I lay 
on th e table and sw am out about IOO 
yards from the sh ip and got up on the 
tab le and sat dow n to w atch the San 
D iego go down.

W e all expected to see 
the U -boat com e up und take a shot 
at us or take a few' cap tives but it 
failed to show' up. 
I w as all right for 
a w hile. 
My table held me up out of 
tile w ater in th e w arm sun, Vat my 
comtf>rts w ere not long. I had to give 
the table to a couple of fellow s that 
couldn’t sw im .

I started out for a life raft. I m ade 
one all right and got hold.

“ W e have been at sea for ten days 
“ We have been at seat for ten days 
and sure have had som e excitem ent. 
We have had three subs show up on 
us so far. 
None of them have had 
the nerve to stay up and fire on us. 
The first one canid up in the evening. 
T he destroyer dropped eigh t 
depth 
charges and tile cruiser dropped one. 
We don’t know w hether the subs w ere 
w recked or not. 
They don't tell us 
anything on this packet. 
The next 
tw o did not stay up long enough for 
us to get a shot at them . 
As soon 
as they see one of our destroyers 
they subm erge 
The 
G erm ans 
sure 
are afraid of the depth charges. 
I 
gu ess we w ill see m ore before we get 
over as we have about

days 
m ore before reaching the other side. 
W e have sixteen transports, tw o de­ 
stroyers and one cru iser w ith us— 
nin eteen ships in all.

trotting horse. 
So m any 
seem to have everything requisite hut 
— which usually proves fatal. 
No More Ballast 
The second item is a warning, and 
declares, “ We are loaded to the gun­ 
w ale w ith m ediocre men of the color­ 
less type, the men who lack initiative. 
They m ake good filling or a hum an bal­ 
last, hut poor m aterial for leadership 
and service In variety.” 
The call continues: “P lease call a 
halt on this sort of secretarial tim ber, 
for it is m ighty expensive work sen d ­ 
ing them back home." 
The other three big headlines in this 
new report are, “Only men 
of

standing ability with manly presence, 
founded on an established C hristian 
character, and possessing physical en ­ 
durance, capable of contending w ith 
hardships and privation, coupled w ith 
capabilities to do efficiently tile d ef­ 
inite tasks to which they are assign ed .
